Illinois, Ohio,. Indiana and Missouri 


Pay Death Toll-Wires Down 


and Details Meager. 


Tornadoes of varying severity swept portions of half a score of states 


In the central west and middle south last night and .early .today. In Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi and Arkansas only meager reports have been obtain- 
able owing to prostration o& telegraph and telephone wires, but it is known 
•that tho loss of life will exceed two scores and may when the worst la known 
be double that number. 


Several persons have been killed in Illinois, in Missouri and one in Indi- 


ana, Ohio was swept in several portions by a storm of tornado-like forco 
and the damage is immense, especially at Piqua, in which city and vicinity 
the loss is estimated at JIOO.OOO. Great damage was done across the river 
from Cincinnati. In Chicago six persons lost their lives'by reason of the 
Btorm and the property damage was large. 


At Michigan City the Indiana state prison was vastly damaged. 
Six 


hundred feet of guard wall was leveled and most of the factory buildings 
of the prison unroofed. Militia now guards the prison. 


THREE STATES WERE SWEPT. 


Memphis, 'Tenn., April 30.—Portions 


ttf three states within a radius o£ sev- 
eral hundred miles of Memphis were 
swept by storms of wind and rain, in 
some instances of tornado-like propor- 
tions, last night, which claimed the 
lives of a score or more of persons, de- 
stroyed property valued at many thou- 
sands of dollars, interrupted traffic and 


• 


rendered .useless- many telephone and 
telegraph wires,' some sections being 
completely Isolated. 
Because of the 


latter facts several days must elapse 
before the'whole story of the storm is 
told.

The storm broke shortly after night- 


fall, "after a sultry afternoon.- From 
the tornado belt of Arkansas, in the 
.vicinity of the Brtnkley storm, came 
the reports oE .the first serious damage. 


The wind cut a pathway of a half 


mile' wide through the towns of West 
Marlon and Weakley and vicinity.

pected to recover.

LEVELED WALL WAS NEW. 


South Bend., Ind., April 30.—The 


"South Bend company of the Indiana 
National guard left early this- morning 
for Michigan City to guard the walls 
of the northern prison, damaged by 
the tornado which struck Michigan 
City last night. 


The wall, which was destroyed, was 


thirty-two feet in height, four feet 
wide at the top and nine feet wide at 
the base. It was constructed along 
tho west side of the prison grounds 
and was completed a year ago. It 
faced Lake Michigan and was directly 
in the path of the terrific wind as it 
swept across the lake. It was without 
apertures of any kind and presented 
an unbroken surface of thousands of 
square feet to the teeth of the wind. 
It was constructed by convict labor. 
There are, approximately, eight hun- 
dred men in the prison, many of whom 
are dangerous characters. They are 
guarded in the prison by only about 
twenty-seven men regularly and if the 
condition? warrant, in the minds of 
some of the more desperate characters, 
a prison delivery is feared.

Science's Crowning Achievement of the Century: Signal to 


Distant Planet Mars is Now Urged 


Harvard Professor Admits That Sun's Kay Message Might Fail to Attract Attention of Martians if They 


Ksist—Kelu-ves Effort Worth Making—Communication Between rianets Would 
Dwarf

the 


Achievements of the Ages.

Henry Pickering's statement * in last 
Monday's Herald that for $10,000,000 ft 
practical apparatus could be construct- 
ed that would permit the flashing of. 
sun rays to the 
planet Mars 
has 


caused a renewal of the controversy 
among astronomers as to whether the 
planet is inhabited. 


"By such an apparatus as I have de- 


scribed," Professor Pickering reiterated 
to a Herald reporter in his office at 
the Harvard observatory this week, "it 
is entirely feasible to throw flashes to 
Mars. 
At first such an expanse may 


be considered entirely out of the ques- 
tion, and yet there are several men in 
New York city who easily could afford 
this rare experiment. 


"I do not say that 
anybody will 


make- the experiment; what I have at- 
tempted to do is to show how it might 
be done, and the 
manner 
which I 


think is the most practicable. 


"It has previously been suggested 


that signals might be sent from the 
earth by powerful electric'lights, and 
also that by wifeless telegraphy sig- 
nals might be made. 
Both of these 


ideas are, I believe, - entirely chimer- 
ical. It should be remembered that 
the most powerful electric light which 
we could construct, although appear- 
ing very brilliant to us on the earth, 
would not carry such distances as in- 
tervene between the planets. 


"As for wireless messages, the in- 


vention of such apparatus on the earth 
in no way presupposes the idea that 
receiving apparatus exists 
on Mars. 


Even among men on the earth, whose 
thought 'is more or less similar, com- 
munication by wireless messages is 
not such an obvious phenomenon as 
to be interpreted by those not antici- 
pating the message. A man in Boston 
might be calling us here in the Cam- 
bridge office, but we are entirely obliv- 
ious of the matter. A flash of light, 
however, is a signal or a phenomenon, 
which might be observed by any crea- 
ture with eyes. If there are creatures 


on Mars, nml if they are making use 
of telescopes, we 
can 
send 
them 


flashes of light which they will ob- 
serve to be unusual, and which they 
will come to recognize as signalling." 


To astronomers, who- have for years 


recognized Professor Pickering as the 
leader of those who oppose the idea 
that Mars 
is inhabited, 
it 
seemed 


amazing that he 
should 
suggest a 


means of communication. His state- 
ment regarding the construction of 
signalling apparatus led some to bo- 
lleve that he had .made a change of 
front on the controversy and had ac- 
cepted the hypothesis of which Pro- 
fessor Percival Lowell is the leading 
exponent. 


Of this Professor Pickering said: "I 


have not changed my opinion. My po- 
sition is that I do not know whether 
Mara is inhabited or not. 
I believe 


this is the attitude of most astrono- 
mers; 
I" have long maintained that 


the appearances'on Mars can be ac- 
counted for, and are most naturally 
accounted for without the supposition 
.that the planet is inhabited. I have 
seen no convincing, proof • that 
the 


planet is inhabited, arid I know of no 
recent discoveries 
in the researches 


relating to Mars that adc7 to the argu- 
ment that the planet is inhabited. 


"Professor Lowell, however, is con- 


vinced that the planet is inhabited, and 
his opinion has received great popular 
indorsement. 
His 
arguments 
have 


awakened popular interest in the mat- 
ter, and are very widely approved. The 
most interesting conclusion is 
that 


Mars is inhabited. My position is that 
we do not know 
that it is. Many 


years ago I announced that the marl-r- 
ings on Mars are canals, artificially 
made, but after studying that theory 
carefully I abandoned it. There are 
others who still maintain that theory. 


"What I now suggest Is, if Mars is 


inhabited let us signal. Let us press 
forward to a practical conclusion the 
idea' that the planet 
Is 
inhabited.

I have studied out 


carefully what would be necessary, if 
we ever can signal, and I have esti- 
mated that the instrument will cost 
$10,000,000. 


"That sum is not large when one 


considers what it might obtain. 
It 


would certainly be the most Interest- 
ing astronomical -experiment of which 
we have record. 
Should the experi- 


ment result in an 
answering flash 


from Mars, think what un event It 
would be! How momentous would be 
that occasion. Think what a human 
attainment that would be—the send- 
ing and receiving of messages 
from 


one world to another. 
If such a pro- 


ject succeeded it would tower among 
other historic events as the greatest. 


"It is hardly fair to say that the 


project I have outlined is made in ar- 
gument to those who believe that the 
planet is inhabited. I believe that the 
only way to attempt a decisive proof 
of the controversy will cost at least 
$10,000,000. 
This, however, is a step 


In the direction of proof icr those who 
feel certain that Mars is inhabited. 
The great drawback in the experiment 
is that In case no response followed 
the costly test the experiment would 
not prove conclusively tftat there are 
no Inhabitants on Mars. Those who 
are convinced that there are inhab- 
itants there, who have shown superior 
intellect by stupendous artificial works, 
would be able, even if their signals 
were unanswered, still 
xo maintain 


their position. I state, however, the 
manner in which they may undertake 
communication. 


"Suppose, for example, that 
there 


are creatures on Mars, yet they may 
have no eyes. 
They, might 
not be 


trained to observe, they might not dis- 
tinguish a Hash of light. Of all possi- 
ble ways to signal, however, this is 'the 
simplest method." 


Describes Giant Mirrors, 


Professor Pickering 
describes 
the 


signalling apparatus as a. series of 
mirrors mounted on a central shaft 
This shaft should be placed parallel 
to the earth's axis and horizontally to 
the earth's surface. 
The most fav- 


orable 
geographical 
region 
for 
it 


would be in the vicinity of the equa- 
tor. 
Motors would be geared to the 


central shaft to rotate it completely 
in twenty-four hours. Each of these 
long series of mirrors should, be about 
a quarter of a mile long, and such 
shafts would better be placed hr paral- 
lel rows. By the tilting of mirrors on 
this shaft a flash of sunlight could be 
directed to Mars. 
By interrupting 


this rajf o£ light signalling would be 
attempted. 
From the viewpoint on 


Mars the phenomenon would appear 
to a man with telescopes such as are 
now constructed on the earth as an 
unusual spot of light on the earth. An 
earth man on Mars would not see the 
flash with the unaided eye. 


Professor Pickering was asked what 


odds would be necessary in a wager 
that no answer would be received.

"The markings on Mars appear very 


differently to different observers. 
A 


comparison of the drawings made by 
Professor Ixnvell. by A. K. Douglass, 
and by myself shows much variation. 
The so-called canals appear different 
in 
width and in length. 
Whether 


these may be signals, who shall say. 
t don't know. Perhaps the Martians, 
if there be such creature?, think in 
different terms than we. The systems 
of markings show changes. Sometimes 
a series of lines form a triangle, then 
fade out and appear as irregular rect- 
angles. It is all speculation, and for 
each man as his fancy suggests, to 
say whether this might be the Mar- 
tian way of signalling." 


Professor Pickering's personal opin- 


ion regarding the cause of markings 
on Mars is that'they are not artificial 
canals, but-that the lines observed are 
formed 
of vegetation 
which grows 


along the side of volcanic cracks, ami 
which is nourished' by water vapor 
escaping from crater-lets.

Battle Ships of World Cruise In Beit

Washington, April 30.—Secretary ot the 


Xavy Meyer declared that the sixteen 
battle ships ot the Atlantic licet, which 
had made the voyage around the world, 
wore In excellent condition, and the fact 
that they wore accompanied by a repair 
nhlp kept them In Rood order throughout 
the trip. Hn referred to nn article In an 
English publication saying that the result 
of the trip was worth from $25,000.000 to 
J50.000.000 to the United States navy. 
The secretary said ho had found that the 
voyage hod cost only 
about 
$1.500,000 


more than If the battle ships had been 
kept at homo and assigned to ordinary 
duties. The battle ships needed no ex- 
tensive repairs, and the fact that they 
were to remain at the navy yards a 
month longer. than at first contemplated 
was not duo to a need of more repairs 
but to the fact that materials needed 
for the repairs were not available.

Some of the ships 
will leave the yards with only one of 
these masts because the material for a 
second ono will not be available In time 
to complete tho changes before the be- 
ginning of the summer maneuvers.

Isaac Jenklnson. one of 
the 
most 


prominent men In Indiana's industrial, 
educational and political affairs, be- 
fore his retirement 
from the active 


duties of life, celebrated his eighty- 
fourth birthday yesterday In a quiet 
manner, nt his residence, 101 South 
Thirteenth street. 


Mr. Jenklnson received a number of 


presents from his friends and many 
p;iid him visits during the day. Dur- 
ing the afternoon he came down town, 
as Is his custom, and was congratu- 
lated by many cltlens. He is in very 
good health for a man of his age. 


He was born in Piqua, Ohio. In 1825. 


but when a small boy moved to Deer- 
field. Randolph county, and was a res- 
ident there for several years. 
It was 


at this place that he filled his first 
political office. 
President Tyler ap- 


pointed him postmaster when he was 
but eighteen years old. 
At twenty- 


one years of age he was elected justice 
of the peace of Deerfleld. 


Goes to Fort Wayne. 


While yet a. young man he moved to 


Fort Wayne and at once became prom- 
inently identified among the business 
men of that city. 
Allen county, of 


which Fort Wayne Is the county seat, 
was at that time a hot bed for de- 
mocracy, but In 1850 he organized a 
republican party and made his first 
republican speech. 
Governor Morton 


appointed Mr. Jenklnson recruiting of- 
ficer during the war of the rebellion. 
He devoted all of his time to this of- 
fice and the cause. The Fort Wayne 
Gazette, now the Journal-Gazette, was 
founded by him and Dtivlcl Jones In 
1863. 


The Weekly Palladium was the next 


journalistic venture of Mr. Jenklnson. 
Since 1831, It had been published a 
weekly paper, 
but 
Mr. 
Jenkinson 


changed the paper to the dnily field, 
He was editor of the paper for twenty 
years and had success with it. Dur- 
ing his connection with the Palladium 
he served as postmaster. Mr. Jenkln- 
son did much to place the paper in Its 
present high position. 


Consul1 to Glasgow. 
I 


Tho next political post held by Mr. 


Jenkinson, was as consul to Glasgow, 
Scotland, from 1869 to 1874. He was 
Instrumental in introducing American 
meats into England and Scotland. 


For thirty-five years he was a mem- 


ber of the board of trustees of Indiana 
University, Bloomington, and for sev- 
enteen years was president of the first 
board of trustees of 
Purdue 
Uni- 


versity, at Lafayette, nml assisted in 
the selection of the site for the first 
building. 
Mr. Jenkinson looks back 


over his educational record with much 
pride and satisfaction. 


Mr. Jenklnson Is the last living In- 


diana elector to vote for Lincoln in 
I860. He has preserved many badges 
used In the state and national cam- 
paigns from 1860 to the present time.

Interesting Report to Bu- 


reau of Manufacturers 


—Fire LQSS in U. S. 


April 30.— Those sena- 


tors and representatives who favor a 
federal Inheritance tax. are much In- 
terested in a report 
which special 


agent Charles M. Pepper has subm't- 
ted to the bureau of manufacturers, 
dealing with British inheritance taxes. 
Mr. Pepper's inquiries developed that 
the amount of the craduated death 
duties, or Inheritance taxes, collected 
In the United Kingdom, which has a 
population of 44,000,000 
and upward. 


ranges from $90.000,000 to J95.000.000 
annually out of a total Internal reve- 
nue Of $470.000.000 to $48,000,000. This 
amount is drawn from more than 67,- 
000 estatos. 
The revenue from the 


death dues is a little more than one- 
half that from excise imposts, and 
considerably more than one-half the 
amount realized from the income tax 
which Great Britain imposes. In the 
last flsc.il year, for example, the reve- 
nue raised was as follows: From es- 
tate duties, $94.230,039; excise duties. 
$150.221,094: income tax. $108,668.023. 
The gross capital value of the estates j 
contributing to these taxes last year 
was $1.527,587,459, and the net value 
$1,373,784,449. 


Duties for Legacies. 


Mr. Pepper points out that the di- 


vision of the inheritance taxes Is into 
estate, 
probate, 
accounts, 
legacies. 


succession, and corporation duty. The 
bulk of the revenue cornea from the 
estate duty proper, though legacies 
furnish a valuable source of income. 


The rates of duties for legacies are 


as follows: To a child or decedent of 
ii child of the deceased or father or 
mother, or any lineal ancestor, 1 per 
cent.: to a brother or sister of the de- 
ceased. or any decedent of a brother 
or sister, 3 per cent.; to an uncle or 
aunt of the deceased or any decedent 
of an uncle or an aunt, 5 per cent.; to 
a great-uncle or aunt of the deceased 
or .to any decendant of a great-uncle 
or aunt, 6 per cent.; to any other per- 
son, 10 per cent. 


It is evident that in spite of the fact 


that more than three-fourths of the 
states now levy an Inheritance tax 
there is strong sentiment in congress 
in favor of a federal tax of this sort. 


Frre Loss in United States. 


The United States IB being careless- 


ly built up. in the opinion ot govern- 
ment officials, and federal experts who 
are making a study of building ma- 
terials that will best withstand fire 
are therefore taking a keen interest in 
fire losses. They declare that In spite 
of all efforts toward better building 
conditions the death anfl destruction 
due to fire in 1903 will eclipse all pre- 
vious records, with tho exception ol 
the years in which the Baltimore anO 
San Francisco Ores occurred. 


"The 
people of tho United States 


have not yet learned -the lesson of the 
Baltimore and San Francisco fires,' 
said Richard L. Humphrey, engineer 
In charge of the structural materia 
laboratories of the United States Geo- 
logical survey. It seems difficult to 
make the people believe- that in 1907 
fires • in -the United States cost more 
than a million and a quarter dollars 
for every day in the year, an annua 
tax of more than $5 for every man 
woman and child In the country. We 
are spending a billion dollars a- yea 
on new buildings 
and 
construction 


work while our fires cost half a- bll 
lion dollars. No other nation has such 
an' unenviable record as this. 


"While we 
are 
wasting Severn 


times" as much property per capita a 
Europe, "we are also destroying 
i 


these fires five times as many live 
as are lost in the other countries. 


Preliminary Fire Tests. 


The Geological survey, through it 


technologic branch, some time ag 
completed a series of preliminary tlr 
tests of building materials which w 
soon be printed by the government In 
the form of a bulletin. The building 
materials were placed in a furnace 
where gas flames were forced by a 
blast of air against one side of the ma- 
terial. After two hours, In which the 
material was heated to the point ex- 
pected in a conflagration, the mater'a' 
was taken from the furnace and the 
water .turned on from a hose to get 
the conditions which obtain after ths 
firemen begin their -work. The condi- 
tions under which these tests were 
made were unusually severe, and as 
none of the materials passed perfectly. 
It proved a good test for comparative 
purposes. The tests were not in any 
way conclusive, being the tlrst of an 
extended series of investigations, but 
they point out the weaknesses of the 
different materials."

The Island world Is vast; It Is said 


1» contain an area, of three million sev- 
en hundred thousand square miles, 
wad over seven millions 
of people 


•urely the Lord Jesus meant that sav- 
taf truth should reach these people 
when he save the command to his 
•postles to go Into all the world and 
preach the gospel. It is most Inter- 
esting to read In prophecy concerning 
this: 'The Isles shall wait for me. and 
on mine arm shall they trust." (Isa. 
81:5.) "These shall lift up their'voice: 
they shall shout; for the majesty of 
Jehovah they cry aloud from the sea." 
(Is*. 21:1.4) 
We now have the opportunity to 


•itudy by whom the Bospel was first 
carried.to Island people. There is in 
the Mediterranean sea an Island called 
Cyprus. It is about one hundred and 
jftfty miles long, and from fifty to sixty 
mile* wide. It lies oft the coast oC 
Byrls, and 
Asia 
Minor. 
Running 


through the center of it Is a chain of 
mountains, which give to the island a 
blue, hazy appearance as one ohils by. 
Bow eagerly it was watched by the pil- 
grims of the Jerusalem cruise In 1904. 
.who. with bibles In hand, read con- 
idernlng the preaching of the gospel 
there! 
' The church at Antioch, In Syrln, was 
JSlled with the missionary spirit: the 
Uland oC Cyprus was less than one 
hundred miles over the sea from Anti- 
•ch, and there was a desire on the 
jart of the Christians In Antioch to 
•end the gospel to the Inhabitants of 
Cyprus. This desire probably originat- 
ed with Barnabas, who was a native 
«)f Cyprus and vho for more than two 
years had been preaching to Jews In 
U.ntloch, having come there from Jeru- 
Mlem. Other Christian teachers had 
Ijeen developed in the church at Antl- 
ech: Simeon called Niger, and Lucius 
Of Cyreno. and Manaen; and Barnabas 
had brought the great Saul from Tar- 
•us to be his coadjutor. 


• The question arose, who among these 
•hould be sent on the gospel errand to 
Cyprus? 
It was i. momentous ques- 


tion, and while they were considering 
It .they prayed ancj fasted. 
God gra- 


ciously heard and answered them, and

said through the Holy Spirit, possibly 
by tongues of lire resting upon the 
heads of the chosen ones. "Separate me 
Barnabas and 
Saul for the v;ork 


whereunto 1 have called them." And 
then, in a. most solemn manner, they 
continued In fasting and prayer, and 
laid their hands upon the heads of Bar- 
nabas and Saul, consecrating them to 
the work, and then bade them god- 
speed. Going with them, but cnly for 
a brief time, was John Mark, the 
cousin of I'arnabas. 


Antioch was not directly on the sea- 


coast, but on the river Orontes. sixteen 
miles from the sea, on which Barnabas 
and Saul passed in a small boat until 
they came to the seaport. Seleucia; 
there they shipped for Cyprus. They 
entered Cyprus at the port of Salamis, 
and probably passing through n any of 
the seventeen cities on the Island and 
preaching the gospel in them, they 
came at length to Taphos, the capital 
and seaport on the west coast. "From 
Salamis to Vaphos" described 
the 


length of the island. Wo are not told 
of what they experienced on this jour- 
nty until they camo to Paphos. L.-t us 
hope that ninny converts were mado by 
the way. 
The two most prominent 


people in Paphos were the governor, 
Serglus Paulus, and Klymas. tho sor- 
•prcr. sometimes called Bar Jesus, a 
•cry commond 
name 
among Jews, 


meaning tin son of Joshua. It Is said 
hat Serglus Paulus was a man of un- 
dorstandlnw and called for T'.arnalms 
nnd Saul to come to him and talk con- 
ernlng the V.'ord of God. But Elymas 
vlthstood the governor, and tried to 
dissuade him from the teachings ol 
Barnabas and Saul. lie stood like a 
wicked spirit Incarnate contending for 
:lin soul of Serglus Paulus. Indeed 
3aul addressed him as "Thou son oC 
the devil, thou enemy of all righteous- 
ness." And then Saul called upon Got 
to strike him with blindness for a 
son. 
And 
immediately he became 


illnd. and ha;l to be led away. Then 
SergUis Pnulus wa-: glad to listen to 
tho teaching of Barnabas and Saul, 
and he was much astonished at what 
lie had seen and heard, and believed in 
the Lord—the 
first 
island governor 


convert. 
But how many there have 


been since! And Cyprus has the dis- 
tinction of being the first island in the 
world to receive the gospel. And Bar- 
nabas and Saul must be acknowledged 
as the first missionaries to the Island 
world. Another ship's journey carried 
them awny from Cyprus to the main- 
land In Asia Minor, where they con- 
tinued the preaching 
of the gospel. 


Two other islands in the Mediterran- 
ean sea, Crete and Melita, were given 
the gospel message by Saul, now called 
'Taul." 


The Gospel Ships. 


What a fleet of them there would be 


if those which have been in service and 
those that are now plying in many 
parts of the world could be gathered 
together! 
There is 
tho 
old 
Duff, 


which sailed from X.ondon more than 
one hundred years ago. There is tho 
old Morning Star, which was built 
many years -ince by the children in 
the Congregational Sunday schools of 
the United States. Morning Star No. 
2 is coming in sight, now Morning Star 
No. 3. There 'Is the Day Spring, built 
by g-ICts o£ the children of Australia.

It Is a gospel ship 
that, for a. few years, has been moving 
about from island to island of the in- 
land sea of Japan. It was the gift of 
Mr. Allan, of Glasgow. Here are three 
rules under which the ship sails, to 
prevent haphazard work: 


1. The ship shall never undertake

2. The ship shall go to every vil- 


lage on every island, and persist in 
Christian effort until, by general con- 
sent of the people, the vessel and its 
message are welcome.

that the gospel is for all men. irre- 
spective of class distinction. The ship 
travels over three thousand miles a 
year, carrying an evangelist who gives 
sermons, stereopticon lectures, and 
even private, talks, as the little vessel 
stops at Island after island. A tent 
Is carried, which can be spread when 
larsc meetings are to be held. As the 
Kukuln JIaru lies at anchor, or passes 
through the channels, she is seen and 
well known by the people In the vll- 
luges, and In the fields and woods on 
the mountain side. Another Japanese 
vessel follows, smaller than the first. 
It Is the Dai Ki Fukuln Marti. It Is 
engaged In the distribution of bibles 
In the track of the Fukuln Maru. The 
master of this small craft is not only 
n bible seller, but ho leads young nnd 
old to an appreciation of the book he 
so deeply loves. Still the fleet of gos- 
pel ships Is passing: 
Harmony No. 1, 


No. 2, No. C, No. 4. built by the. Mora- 
vians. 
And there is The Southern 


Cross, named for the beautiful constel- 
lation seen in the heavens south of the 
quator. Its 
weather-worn 
appear- 


ance, tells of Its many journeys among 
the Islands of the southern sen. An- 
other smnll craft IB coming In view; it 
is the mission boat El Heraldo Crls- 
tiano, for gospel work In the Philip- 
pines. 
Vfn feel impelled to give It a 


special salute, because it is our very 
own boat. In thj ofTlng arq innumer- 
able vessels of the gospel fleet, too 
distant for us to see. their names and 
even to be counted. 


And here we have a close view nf 


one oC the crews, a native crew oC the 
Daysprlng in 1870. 
There are. con- 


verts' from the cannibals of the New 
Hebrides islands. 
John Geddle was 


the first missionary to work In Anel- 
teum, one of the New Hebrides group. 
He gave many years of faithful serv- 
ice, and when he died a tablet was set 
up over his grave by 
the natives, 


which bor- this testimony: "When ho 
landed, In 1848, there were no Chris- 
tians here; and when he 'eft, in 1872, 
there were no heathens." 
The Conquest of the Cross in the Is- 


land World. 


Barnabas and . aul, as they did their 


gospel work on the island of Cyprus, 
had no vision of what the work thus 
begun would result in among the peo- 
ple of other islands. 
They saw 
not 


Hawaii, Fiji, New Guinea. Australia, 
New Zealand, Oceanlca. They knew

Tahiti, In the Society Island group, 


was visited by four missionaries, who 
sailed thither from London 
on 
the 


Duff in 1796. They found the people 
most cruel, 
especially 
to 
children, 


whom they strung on spears like beads. 
The 
TahiUan's 
worshiped hideous 


wooden figures, cut out o£ logs. 
For 


eleven years the missionaries worked 
without result and left the field. The 
London Missionary society was about 
to abandon the work there when a 
clergyman proposed, instead, a season 
of prayer and letters of encourage- 
ment. The ship bearing these letters 
to Tahiti, In 1813; passed another ship 
that was carrying to England a cargo 
of idols, abandoned by the Tahitians, 
and with the wonderful news, that tha 
Gospel had triumphed In Tahiti. 
It 


was brought about by the efforts of 
two native servants, who had been em- 
ployed in the families of the mission- 
aries. 


For many years the Christians on 


Tahiti have been giving oil and eggs 
and cocoanuts, and anything else they 
have, to help the missionaries take the 
Gospel to the people of other islands. 


On the 25th of December,. 1814, Rev. 


S. Marsden preached his first sermon 
in the Bay of Islands, where now a 
simple Celtic cross marks the mem- 
orable spot. 


But I wonder whether you know in 


what part of the -world the Bay of 
Islands is? 


Please search your map of New Zea- 


land, and you will find it in the ex- 
treme northeast, a specially fine bay, 
possessing some lovely islands. 


Considerably before New 
Zealand 


had been ceded to the British crown, 
tho 
Maoris, its native 
inhabitants, 


speaking their own distinct language, 
and governed by their own warrior 
chiefs, were tho most savage of all the 
Polynesian, or South Sea tribes. 


Marvelous the change! 


.. On that eventful Christmas, ninety- 
three years ago, 
God's 
courageous 


servant brought those heathen people 
"good tidings o£ great joy." Then mis- 
sionary after missionary followed, and 
at this present time, by the quickening 
Spirit's gracious influences, that hand- 
ful of corn upon the top of New Zea- 
land's beautiful mountains shakes like 
Lebanon! 


Quite recently 
an ordained Maori, 


Hev. H. M. Ruarangi, gave a delight- 
ful address, wMch contained a striking 
illustrative incident. . 


"When I hear the question," said 


Mr. Ruarangi, "'What has Christian- 
•!ty done for the Maoris?' It reminds 
me of this story: 
A foreign 
vessel 


had been wrecked off our coasts, but 
the crew swam 
ashore, and 
saved 


.themselves. Knowing, however, that 
the Maoris had been cannibals, they 
feared being roasted.alive. 


"Slowly and cautiously they jour- 


neyed inland, and as, on reaching the 
summit of a neighboring hill, they gaw 
just on tho other side a Maori settle- 
ment their knees shook under 
them 


with very fright 


"Suddenly 
they 
noticed 
towering 


conspicuously among the buildings a 
Christian church. How thankful they 
•were! 
Perfectly confident of safety, 


they hastened down to the 
village 


where they received a truly hospitable 
welcome." 


The Fiji Islands were once the most 


cruel spot on earth. Mothers rubbed 
pieces of human flesh over the lips of 
their babes to give th»m a taste for 
blood; husbands killed and ate th«ir 
own wives. Once one hundred fisher- 
men wcro murdered, and their bodies 
were carried to the ovens at 
Bau. 


Sometimes victims were cut «p alive 
before belnisr pat Into the ovens. Two 
chiefs had. a record of nearly one hun- 
dred people whom they had eaten. 
Men were buried alive, holding up the 


posts of the chiefs' houses. But what 
a 
transformation 
the 
Gospel 
has | 


wrought! 
When we visited there in i 


13C7 we were told that there w.ere now 
nbout ninety thousand Fijians, 
ten 


thousand of whom are Roman Catho- 
lics and eighty thousand are adherents 
of the Wesleyan 
Methodist church. 


The Fijian islands were 
entered in 


1835 by two \Vesleyan missionaries. 
Fiji may now be said to be one of the 
most - Christian communities 
in 
the 


world. No need of locks or doors, we 
were told; and the observance of the 
Sabbath is almost perfect. The native 
constabulary, arrayed In blue blouses 
and 
white 
skirts, 
deeply 
pointed 


around the bottom, did not appear to 
be needed.

assign them, and that they "should 
not depart from Jerusalem, but. wait 
for the promise of the Father, which, 
saith he, ye have heard of me."

time. 


Laboring for Humanity, 


Our age has been made prominent 


by the development of material forces. 
We speak of the power of the press, 
the power of steam, the power of the 
electric current, the power of associat- 
ed action, the power of popular gov- 
ernment, the power of thought, which 
is next to the power of God—and this 
last is the source of all power—ma- 
terial, mental, moral and spiritual 
Man is the laggard; God is the un-- 
tiring worker.

phrase. "Hyperbole of 
dynamite" — a 


phrase having a meaning far beyond 
any that has been thought of from 
Paul's day to ours. 


We live in an age ot dynamite. This 


is one of the most fearful explosives 
known lo date. Some time ago, 1 met 
a gentleman who is engaged in the 
making of this terrible explosive. 
Ho 


nvited me to visit his factory and wit- 
ess the process of making it. 1 begged 
o be excused, as I was not tired of 
fe and did not want to go out of it 
hat way.

Tho want, of the church today Is di- 


vine dynamite — to shatter the palaces 
of wickedness, tunnel the mountains of 
corruption, undermine the strongholds 
of sin and blow up the gates of hell! 
It was the power In the disciples of 
Jesus that enabled thorn to work so 
that men exclaimed, "The gods have 
come down to us." And they only ut- 
tered the truth. Jesus 
was 
called 


"Immanuel," meaning "God with us." 
And the apostle declared "God was in 
Christ reconciling the world unto him- 
self." 


The Life of God in Man's Soul. 
Ih a limited sense, every man who 


receives the Holy Ghost may bo called 
"Immanuel." God in man is the effi- 
cient cause of every good act, and so 
it may be said that every good man 
has a divine and a human side. The 
apostle Peter had a glimpse of this 
doctrine when ha wrote "His divine 
power 
hath given . . . exceeding 


great and precious promises, that by 
these ye might be partakers of the 
divine nature." This is the true order, 
God's order, co-partnership, 
laborers 


together with God. By this union man 
is lifted up until he beholds God face

Firm but Gentle Methods— 


Don't Frighten Him.

The writer used to advocate low- 


headed fruit trees,1 Just why we do 
not know. About khe only excuse was 
to protect the tree from hard winds. 


But study and investigation have 


shown that it has many failings. 


In this country resides a man who 


has been for many years an orchardlst. 
He plants and trains the trees till they 
are well established and then turns the 
orchard over to the owner. 


A visit to some of his orchards forces 


us to the conclusion that low-headed 
trees are not the thing after .all. 


There is not a fruit tree of any kind 


in his orchard that you cannot pass 
under in a wagon without a limb mo- 
lesting you. 


The advantages offered by the head- 


ing high are many. 


The soil is warmer because not 


shaded. 
It is not soured nor com- 


pacted because of light and fresh air 
always in- contact. You can cultivate 
both ways .right up to the tree and 
mulch and fertilize easily. The fruit i: 
a better color—of better quality and 
larger. 


Insects have not the same chance to 


do mischief as they have in the shade 
of the low-headed tree. Fallen, fruit 
can be easily gathered and destroyed 


Trees planted the, proper distance 


apart and trained high, properly thinnec 
of their overplus growth, will not suf- 
fer from the wind. We have proof o 
this in our own orchard. 


If in setting trees care is taken to 


give the windward side the advantage 
of .all the best roots and a stake placec 
to steady the tree for a, few years til 
its roots -acquire sufficient strength 
that tree will not lean over.. 


Look at the forests. 
How man; 


crooked, leaning trees do you see? 


Notice the majestic oak towering 


high in the air and as straight as 
die.

There Is now a great amount of in- 


quiry for better dairy buildings than 
ever before. 
The pure food law and 


demand for better products have no 
.loubt led to this Inquiry. In response 
to this need we give here some plans 
by the dairy division of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, by Prof. Ed. H. 
Webster. The accompanying plans are 
intended for 3G cows, and 
could of 


course be varied in size for a less or 
arger number. 


The great demand for information as 


to the construction of dairy buildings led 
the dairy division of the bureau of 
animal industry, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, to start a line of 
investigation for the purpose of devel- 
oping the basic principles bf such con- 
struction. In order to make the work 
thoroughly 
practical 
these studies 


were extended to the planning and 
actual supervision of construction of a 
number of dairy buildings In different 
sections of the country- 
In order to 


place the matter now available in form 
for wider distribution and usefulness, 
a number of plans have been published 
as circular No. 131 of the bureau of 
animal industry, and copies may be ob- 
tained free of charge on application to 
the bureau at Washington, D. C. 


The designs, as Mr. Webster ex- 


plains, are not intended to represent 
the only constructions advisable for the 
purposes indicated, but are intended to 
be suggestive of certain principles of 
construction which any architect or 
builder may use in designing a barn 
or other dairy building for a special 
location. No two locations will require 
or ^even permit of the same treatment 
so far as exposure, size, form, or build- 
ing material-are considered; but the 
problems of ventilation, cubic air space 
per cow, light, floors, ceilings, etc., are 
nearly alike in all cases. 
The designs 


shown represent feasible and inexpen- 
sive dairy buildings, planned by the 
dairy division and built in various sec- 
tions of the country. Plans and speci- 
fications were furnished to builders, 
with the understanding that they would 
keep account of the cost of construc- 
tion and furnish such other data as 
might be necessary for a complete de- 
scription of the. work. 


The designs published are for a

FERTILIZING CORN LAND 


Xo fixed rule can bo laid down for 


fertilizing corn land because of the dif- 
ference in the quality of the soils. I. S. 
Long, a Pennsylvania farmer, who has 
raised 133 bushels per acre, says he 
uses no commercial fertilizer, but it 
largo amount of plant food Is provided 
through other crops previously grown. 
Soil in his section requires lime in 
large quantities and corn is grown in 
rotation with clover every third year 
to supply nitrogen. Sir. Long turns 
under all vegetable matter possible In 
the fall, which Is worked up into the 
soil the next spring. 


On some Indiana Innds phosphorus 


incl tankage are used to good advan- 
tage, the mixture consisting of one 
part of phosphorus to two of tankngo. 


In the south fertilizer is applied 


through an attachment to the planter 
or with a wheat drill. 


On heavy muck solls muriatic pot- 


ash and phosphorus are used often at 
a cost of from $5 to 58 per acre. 


In the corn-belt states, however, the 


principal fertilizer Is stable manure, 
and on the corn soils of these states 
perhaps no better fertilizer could be 
applied.

Of course the elements necessary to 


grow corn are nitrogen, potash and 
phosphorus, and some soils are often 
short in one of these elements, which 
must be supplied in some form or other. 
There are thousands of acres of swamp 
land In the corn-belt states which con- 
tain all the elements for plant growth 
except potash, and when this is ap- 
plied good crops are obtained. 


One of the cheapest and best ways 


of enriching the soil is to plow under 
leguminous plants, and many thou- 
sand acres of land in the older corn 
states that have been cropped to corn 
for thirty to forty years in succession 
and whose vitality has been exhausted 
is now being restored and made to 
produce good crops by a simple'method 
of rotation and plowing under legu- 
minous crops. 


PARALYSIS IN HORSES 


This is a disease which comes ^on 


suddenly and is due to an acid, in the 
blood. It sometimes affects the front 
parts -as. well as the hind parts, and 
the animal may come out of the barn 
feeling fine, ambitious, willing to go 
and often goes faster than usual, but' 
before it has gone very far it begins 
| to lose its speed, hangs back, sweats 
profusely, breathes hard and begins to 
knuckle over behind, gets lame in one 
or both hind legs, and in a short time 
is unable to go any further, and often 
falls helpless on the road in a para- 
lyzed condition. 


The proper thing to do is to place 


him on a stone boat and haul him to 
the nearest barn, place him in a large, 
well-bedded box stall or on a barn 
floor, where he can bo turned over often 
'until he is able to get up. 


Medicines should be given of a laxa- 


tive nature and that will allay pain 
and counteract the acid condition of 
the blood.

minimum amount of expense.
